ADAMS ASSAILED 
FOR “ASSESSING 
CAMPAIGN FUND 


Refusal To Pay $300 De- 
manded by Commission- 
er’s Brother Led to Ac- 
‘cusations Made Against 


Him, Official Charges. 


PLIGHT OF OFFICE 
BLAMED ON ADAMS 


Statement Says Talmadge 
Not at Fault; Action 
Ends Long Fight; Other 
Resygnations Expected. 


Charging that accusations of insub- 
ordination and disloyalty made against 
him by Commissioner of Agriculture 
G. C. Adams were based on his re- 
fusal to pay an “assessment” for the 
commissioner's campaign fund, Dr. C, 
Reynolds Clark, state chemist, Friday 
announced his resignation, thereby 
ending a long controversy between the 
commissioner and Governor Eugene 
Talmadge. 


Dr. Clark's resignation is expected 
to release tied up funds of the de- 
partment of agriculture, the lack of 
which caused Commissioner Adams to 
announce suspension of the Market 
Bulletin this week and declare pub- 
licly that the health of children and 
babies of the state was being jeopar- 
dizel by the governor's failure to re- 
lease funds to the Wendrimest, 

Dr. Clark will be succeeded by Dr. 
J. R. Cain Jr., who has been ap- 
pointed to the post but who has been 
delayed in taking office by refusal of 
the governor to approve the change. 

“Commissioner Adams does not have 
the welfare and functions of the de- 
partment of agriculture at heart,” Dr. 
Clark said in a statement accompany- 
ing the announcement of his resigna- 
tion. 

Other Resignations Expected. 

Three other assistant chemists who 
have been dropped from the pay roll 
by Commissioner Adams but whose 
dismissal the governor refused to ap- 
rove are expected to follow Dr. Clark 
n resigning today. The state chem- 
ist’s resignation will take effect at 
noon today. 

In his statement, Dr. Clark said 
that just before Commissioner Adams 
went into office in January, 1933, his 
brother, Homer Adams, “demanded of 
me $300 for me to stay on as state 
chemist. This I refused to give, but 
did give them $75.” 

Articles of impeachment were sub- 
mitted to the state house of represent- 
atives at the last session of the legis- 
lature after an investigating commit- 
tee had reported that a number of 
Adams’ employes had -zevealed that 
they had made contributions to a cam- 
paign deficit fund before obtaining 
their jobs, These articles failed to 
pasa the house after a long and heat- 
ed debate. 

False Accusation Charged. 

In his statement Friday, Dr. Clark 
eaid Commissioner Adams had falsely 
accused Governor Talmadge of tieing 
up activities of the department, and 
blamed the controversy on the com- 
missioner. 

“Mr. Adams had John Darsey, a 
co-employe of the department of agri- 
culture, to come over and state to me 
that I was assessed to help pay Mr. 
Adams’ campaign expenses,” the Clark 


Pole Is Found Guilty 


- = 
Of Spying in France 

PARIS, Aug. 3.—(4)—After a se- 
cret trial Stanislas Krauss, former 
Polish army officer, was convicted 
today of being a spy on behalf of 
Germany and was sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of 
500 francs. 

The sentence, which was the maxi- 
mum penalty under the law, was 
based on chrrges made against 
Krauss and Captain Georges Froge 
of the French army's quartermaster 
service, 

The court was not moved by a 
threat of Krauss to refuse to tes- 
tify against Froge unless given the 
benefit of “extenuating circumstan- 
es” because of his assistance to the 
authorities. 

Froge and Krauss were charged 
with having worked together to 
smuggle military secrets across the 
Rhine, especially plans for the war- 
time defense of Belfort, important 
frontier city where Froge was sta- 
tioned. 


HITLER IS MOVING 
70 REICH THRONE, 
EVENTS INDIGATE 


Observers See Striking 
Parallel Between “Der 
Fuehrer’s” Tactics and 
Those of Napoleon III. 


BERLIN, Aug. 3.—(/)—The 
events of the last few days, coupled 
with a historical parallel, caused 
some observers to wonder tonight 
whether Germany is headed again to- 
ward monarchy—with Adolf Hitler 
on the throne instead of a Hohen- 


zollern. 

Hitler’s assumption of the chief 
executive's powers and functions aft- 
er the death of President Paul von 
Hindenburg and ( : 
plebiscite seemed strikingly in_line 
with the practices of Napoleon IIl. 

On November 7, 1852, Napoleon 
was elevated by the senate from the 
presidency to the throne, and five 
days later a plebiscite put the stamp 
of popular approval on the action. 

Association. 
The association of ideas with Na- 
poleon put before some speculative 
minds this question: 

Is the presidency of Hitler (even 
though he hasn’t the title) but the 
forerunner of a “volkskaisertum” or 
rule by the people’s kaiser, who in 
this nazi-dominated state could be no 
other than Hitler himself? 
That the plebiscite will result in 
overwhelming approval of the action 
of Hitler in assuming the presiden- 
tial functions in addition to those of 
reich’s chancellor was taken for 
granted throughout the country. 

Von Hindenburg's death, like many 
previous tragedies and crises, was 
turned into excellent political capital 
by the nazis. 

In life the old field marshal was 
a check on many Hitlerite plans; in 
death he became to the nazi orators 
the greatest nazi of them all. 

Army Brought in Line 

The passing of von Hindenburg 
was followed quickly by the admin- 
istration to the army, navy and the 
schutz staffel (elite guards) of an 
oath of personal allegiance to Hitler. 
The oath was administered secretly 
to the schutz staffel yesterday, and 
was not announced as was the action 
of swearing the army and nary to 
loyalty.

Trailing after approximately  two- 


thirds of the state’s precincts had been 


counted, Senator Nathan L. Bachman 
emae from behind early today to win 
a smashing victory over RKepresenta- 
tive Gordon Browning for the demo- 
cratic nomination for the short term 
to the United States senate. 

In contrast, Senator Kenneth Mce- 
Kellar took the lead from the start 
in yesterday's primary and easily out- 
distanced John R. Neal for the long 
term nomination. 

Governor Hill McAlister also was 
renominated by the democrats over 
his opponent, Lewis S. Pope, Nash- 
ville lawyer. They faced each other 
previously in the primaries of 1928 
and 1932 with McAlister winning 
both times. 

Memphis Saves Bachman. 

Bachman, who was appointed to the 
senate by Governor McAlister when 
Cordell Hull resigned to become sec- 
retary of state, piled up his victory 
on smashing returns from the city of 
Memphis. 

McKellar, the senior senator, ran 
away with renomination for a _ six- 
year term in a contest with Dr. John 
R. Neal, Knoxville lawyer. He will 
meet Ben W. Hooper, of Newport, 
twice governor of the state and a 
member of the railroad labor board 
under President Harding, in the No- 
vember election. Wayne Maddox, of 
Huntingdon, is the republican nomi- 
nee for the two-year senate term. 

Roosevelt Backers. 

Both Senator McKellar and Senator 
Bachman are warm supporters of the 
Roosevelt progtam.

WOMAN IS KILLED 
AS AUTO HITS POLE 


Two Male Companions 
Injured in Crash While 
Fleeing Police. 


An unidentified young woman was 
killed and two men were critically in- 
jured early Saturday morning when 
their car crashed into a_ telephone 
pole and overturned on Arden road 
after they had been chased several 
miles by radio police. 

The two men were tentatively iden- 
tified as W. G. Puekett and Allen 
Martin, both of Sandy Springs, but 
police could find no identification for 
the young woman, who they said was 
about 25 years of age, auburn haired 
and -“‘very pretty.” She had on a 
pink dress. 

The chase which resulted fatally for 
the woman began at Fourth and Wil- 
liams streets, when Radio Patrolman 
S. W. Roper and R. C. Tuggle re- 


1. |} ceived a radio call that someone was 


attempting to steal a car at that 
point. The officers said a man jump- 
ed into a sedan just as Tuggle dis- 
mounted from the police car to inves- 
tigate, and the sedan sped away to- 
ward North avenue. 

The fleeing machine turned down 
North avenue, sped up Hemphill to 
North Side drive and turned at Ar- 
den road, traveling at times above 70 
miles an hour. Roper was close be- 
hind the car when the driver attempt- 
ed to make a curve on the road and 
crashed into the pole. The machine 
overturned and the woman was hurled 
through the air to the ground. She 
was killed aimost instantly.

BUARD HEAD RAPS 
LABOR PAY SCALE 


Jones Says Skilled Work- 
ers Are Victims of ‘Chis- 
eling’ Contractors. 


Describing conditions in the south- 
ern construction industry as chaotic, 


Sullivan W. Jones, chairman of the 
national construction planning and 
adjustment board, Friday night said 
a minimum wage scale for skilled 
labor must be fixed before action can 
be taken toward lowering the 40 
cents an hour code wage for common 
labor. 

Inscrupulous employers, Jones 
said, working under a code that pro- 
vides for no skilled level as long as 
it is above the common minimum, 
can employ common labor at the 
code wage of 40 cents and then pay 
the skilled worker 41 cents an hour 
and still be complying with the code. 

He expressed fear that if the com- 
mon wage is lowered to 30 cents 
the “chiseling’” employer would im- 
mediately drop. his skilled worker 
to 31 cents and remain within the 
law. 

The employer who wanted to be 
fair in regard to wage differences be- 
tween skilled and unskilled labor 
could not bid on projects against the 
“chiseler” without reducing his 
skilled employes to the same level. 

Touring the south to gather first- 
hand information on conditions that 
led contractors to protest that there 
was no differential between the min- 
imum wage in the north and south, 
Jones said the fixing of the skilled 
level was the greatest problem fac- 
ing his board. 

Pending his return to Washing- 
ton and action by the board he re- 
fused to comment on his findings as 
to whether the 40 cent common la- 
bor minimum should be lowered but 
was emphatic in saying the slflled 
problem must be solved “before we 
would be safe” in lowering the com- 
mon minimum.

Strengthened Despite 
Court Order That 
Troops Be Disbanded. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aus. 3.—()— 
Senator Huey P. Long today jested 
proadly about the tense political war 
between his faction and that of May- 
or T. Semmes Walmsley as city au- 
thorities moved to bring both the sena- 
tor and Adjutant General Raymond 
H. Fleming to taw for refusing to 
obey a court order to « ‘hend the na- 
tional guard. 

Citations for contempt were prepar- 
ed for filing in the civil district court 
after the adjutant ~eneral had dodged 
service on the court ord2r for demob- 
ilization and instead of disbanding had 
ordered his force strengthened.

No Reason Given as Head 
of Textile Institute Re- 
signs. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—(UP)—The 
resignation of George A. Sloan as 
president of the Cotton Textile Insti- 
tute and as chairman of the cotton 
textile code authority, was revealed to- 
day. 

The resignation was made known in 
a letter to members of the institute. 
It follows: 

“Last night, at a meeting of the 
executive committee of the institute, 
held at the Biltmore hotel in Provi- 
dence, I submitted by resignation as 
president of the institute and as chair- 
man of the cotton textile code author- 
ity to be effective as soon as conven- 
ient to the executive committee. I ap- 
preciate more than it is possible to ex- 
press the loyal support and personal 
friendship which has been given me by 
all in the industry and it is with sin- 
cerest regret that I feel it is neces- 
sary to make this decision. 

“Howerer, this does not mean any 
lessening of my deep interest in the 
welfare of the industry and of my de- 
sire to be of assistance to it in the 
future.” 

The resignation was submitted last 
night by Sloan at a meeting of the 
executive committee of the institute 
at the Biltmore hotel in Providence, 
R. I. The reason for it was not im- 
mediately learned. 

He asked that the resignation be 
effective “as soon as convenient to 
the executive committee.”

STRIKERS AEJELT 
PEAUE PROPOSAL 
AT MINNEAPOLIS 


General Johnson Partici- 
pates in Conference of 
Stockyards Handlers, 
Mediators in Chicago.

Strike mediation efforts brought 
scant results on two froats yester- 
day. : 

At Minneapolis, truck drivers re- 
jected peace terms offered by employ- 
ers.

President Seems  Re- 
freshed by Long Sea 
Trip; Crowds at Port- 
land Hail Him Lustily.

BONNEVILLE, Ore., Aug. 3.—(#) 
Returning to the continent after a 
sea vacation, President Roosevelt, in 
an address today, said the government 
would use its great river development 
project as “yardsticks” on electrical 
power costs. 
At the site of the $31,000,000 Bon- 
neville dam project, one of two great 
federal undertakings on the Columbia 
river, Mr. Roosevelt envisioned the 
deepening of the stream to permit 
ocean-going traffic as far as the 
Dalles, Ore., and said barge navigation 
might eventually be extended far into 
Washington and Idaho. 

The president referred to the north- 
west, in which he was just starting 
an inspection trip, as a potential fu- 
ture homeland for people now in over- 
crowded places or on outworn land.

“The power that we are developing 
here is going to be power which for 
all time js going to be controlled by 
the government,” the chief executive 

He recalled that when he was in 


said. 

Portland as a presidential candidate 
two years ago he said the principle 
of government needed “yardsticks so 
that people in this country will know 
whether they are paying the proper 
price for the electricity of our times.” 

“I conceived the idea that the gov- 
ernment could create yardsticks,” he 
continued. “One already has been 
started on the Colorado river (Boulder 
dam). Two other yardsticks have 
been undertaken—the Tennessee and 
the Columbia, and the fourth—the St. 
Lawrence—is going to be started.” 

Old Age Benefits. 

The president referred also to old 
age benefits and unemployment in- 
surance as future possibilities when 
he said: 

“Out here you’ve not only got 
space—you’ve got space that can be 
used by human beings. . .. Land al- 
ready peopled by Americans who 
know whither America is bound. Peo- 
ple who are thinking about advan- 
tages for mankind. Good education, 
some play,-and above all a chance 
for the people to live their own lives 
without wondering what is going to 
happen tomorrow; security for old 
age. Security against the ills and 
accidents that come to people; above 
all, security to earn your own living. 

The president envisaged. ultimate- 
ly sea-going navigation as far inland 
as Idaho when he said: “I believe 
that the day will come on the Colum- 
bia when we will not only extend 
sea-going navigation far back into the 


j continent but by sea-going naviga- 


tion we will be able to extend barge 
pn igation still further back north 
into the state of Washington and far 
east in the state of Idaho. That is a 
dream, my friends, and not an idle 
dream. We have evidence of what 
man can do to improve the condition 
of mankind.

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‘Farm Women’ P Live-at:Hoine Plan 


Beating Depression, Athens Hears 


ATHENS, Ga., Aug. 3.—()—Farm 
women are leading agriculture out of 
the depression through live-at-home 
programs, Mrs. Frank Boatright, of 
Eatonton, Ga., told the annual farm 
and home week conference at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia today. 

The role played by farm women in 
every era has been one of major im- 
portance, she said, adding: 

“No less brave have been the wom- 
en of the last five years than those 
who followed their husbands through 
the revolution, or those who endured 
the hardships of the Sixties.” 

She paid tribute to home demon- 
stration agents for their contribution 
to farm home life. 

R. A. Winston, of the United States 
department of the interior, speaking 
on the same program, sounded a warn- 
ing of national impoverishment. if 
soil erosion is not controlled. Un- 
checked, he said, it will steal the farm- 
ers principal capital—his land. 

Winston, technical secretary in the 
soil erosion service at Washington, 
said that “more than any other pro- 
cess or combination of processes af- 


| 


fecting the chemical and  pbysical 
characteristics of land, soil erosion 
tears down and wastes sloping, culti- 
vated and overgrazed areas.” 

“Every rain heavy enough to cause 
water to run down hill strips off a 
film of soil from the surface, wherever 
the land is devoted to clean tilled 
crops,” Winston continued. “This sur- 
face is the most productive part of the 
land. Its average depth over sloping 
areas is only about seven inches. 
Where plowed crops are grown con- 
tinuously this .precious surface layer 
is being removed by erosion at rates 
ranging from 7 to 75 years.”

A short time before Dr. Clark an- 
nounced his resignation, Dr. W. E. 
White, chief of Commissioner Adams’ 
boaml of veterinary advisers issued a 
report showing what is being done in 
the state in regard to testing tuber- 
cular cattle and to analyzing dairy 
products. In his statement Thursday, 
Commissioner Adams had said that 
these functions were among those 
“paralyzed.” 

Dr. Clark, who first became chemist 
in the department in 1910, has served 
the state a total of 16 years under 
seven different commissioners of agri- 
culture. 

Dr. Clark’s Statement. — 

“Mr. G. C. Adams came out in a 
statement last night and said that the 


agriculture were stopped; that tuber- 
culosis in cattle was not being check- 
ed. Babies in danger, drugs were not 
being analyzed, and the Market Bulle- 
tin stopped. 

“He attributed all of this to Gov- 
ernor Talmadge, who was former com- 
missioner of agriculture. : 

“Governor Talmadge has nothing 
whatever to do with this, and Mr. 
Adams knows it. 

“About two months ago, Governor 
Talmadge refused to approve a budget 
where Mr. Adams wanted to get rid 
of J. T. Adair, food chemist; E. A. 
Neely, drug chemist; Don E. Woode. 
dairy chemist and bacteriologist, and 
myself as state chemist. 

“Governor Talmadge réfused to ap- 
prove this budget, and wrote Mr. 
Adams that it was a mistake to make 
a change at this time of the year 
when all fertilizer samples and other 


samples were being analyzed. 

“The law is plain on this subject, 
and requires charges to be filed | 
against them before they can be sum-| 
marily dismissed. 

“Wr Adams does not have the wel- | 
fare of the functions of the depart- | 
ment of agriculture at heart, as he| 
claims, 

Told of “Assessment.” 

“Mr. Adams had John Darsey, a co-| 
employe of the department of agricul- | 
ture, to come over, who stated to me. 
that I was assessed to help pay Mr. 
Adams’ campaign expenses, 

“IT told Mr. Darsey that 
not be assessed anything—that when- | 
ever 1 made contributions to political | 
campaigns, they were made volun- 
tarily. I presume that this is what | 
Mr. Adams says is insubordination | 
and lack of loyalty. aed 

“I graduated at Georgia Tech in| 
chemistry, and have been working in | 
the chemistry department of the state | 
since 1910. 

“I have held every chemist’s place 
in the laboratory since that time. 

“T have served as chemist under 
seven commissioners of agriculture, 
and have never been accused of in- 
competence or erroneous determina- 
tions in a single instance, or lack of 
co-operation with any official. 

“I was promoted frum the ranks 
to state chemist by State Commission- 
er of Agriculture Eugene Talmadge in 
January, 1931, and planned and had 
consummated the present state lab- 
oratory, which Governor Talmage 
built out of the appropriations for the 
department of agriculture. 


“Just before Mr. G. C. Adams went 
into office as commissioner of agri- 
culture. his brother. Homer Adams, 
demanded of me $300 for me to stay 
on as state chemist. This I refused 
to give. but did give them $75. 

“Knew Demands Wrong.” 

“T knew at the time these demands 
were wrong, but I had a family to 
support, and my only profession is 
chemistry. 

“While serving as state chemist un- 
der Mr. Adams, I have supervised the 
determinations of all analysis work, 
covering over 10,000 fertilizer samples 
alone last year. 

“T reported to Mr. Adams last year 
the deficiency in analyses of over 500 
tons of fertilizer sold by one company, 
and begged G. C. Adams to warn 
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the Bulletin, 


the farmers, through 
about this fertilizer. re 

“Commissioner Adams would not 
take my advice, and allowed tlre farm- 
ers of Georgia to be fleeced in buying 
the fertilizer while he was commis-

“IT am tendering my resignation as 
state chemist, effective August 4, for 
the reason that Mr. Adams is hold- 
ing up the pay of the entire depart- 
ment for political reasons.

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TOBACCO PRICES HIGHER. 

The price range during the open- 
ing days of the Georgia tobacco 
marketing season gives hopeful 
promise that the growers of the 
weed in the state will experience 
one of their most profitable years. 

Prices last year ranged from 3 
to 18 cents on the opening day, 
while this year the lowest quota- 
tions were twice as high and the 
price received for the finest quality 
of leaf nearly three times as large. 

While the total amount marketed 
this year will probably be some- 
what below the figure for last year, 
because of the acreage reduction 
program, it is certain, if the pres- 
ent scale of prices continues, that 
the growers will receive a much 
larger revenue than they did in 
1933. 

Tobacco is now one of the four 
chief cash crops of the state, rank- 
ing lower only than cotton, corn 
and peanuts, and the sale of this 
year’s fine crop at continued high 
prices will mean a material advance 
for the southern tier of counties 
from the after effects of the depres- 
sion. 

As the first of the large crops to 
be marketed, the fine prospect faced 
by tobacco is a good omen that the 
producers of our other agricultural 
products will also come to the end 
of the year in far better condition 
than has been the case with them 
since 1929. 


INTERNATIONAL GRAND JURY. 


An international grand jury, com- 
posed of cross sections of the citi- 
zenry of every civilized nation, for 
the purpose of giving the peoples 
of the world more direct voice in 
matters of international policy, is 
suggested by Lloyd N. Scott, New 
York attorney, in a recent address 
at Hunter College. 

This prominent New Yorker. 
who has become nationally known 
through his sponsorship of the au- 
diting grand jury plan under which 
these bodies are given greatly in- 
creased influence in checking the 
spending of public money, points 
out that “as the grand jury is the 
only remaining point of contact be- 
tween the average citizen and his 
government and its officials, so an 
international grand jury, made up 
of average citizens of the world, of- 
fers the only direct and practical 
means of contact between the 
world court and the citizenry of the 
various nations.” 

The method of creation of the 
proposed grand jury and the man- 
ner in which it would serve is sim- 
ple, calling for the appointment in 
each country by its highest court 
of a panel of citizens to sit once or 
twice a vear at The Hague, and who 
could be called together at any 
time in special session by the! 
World Court.

AMERICAS GROW CLOSER. 

The inauguration of regular air 
express between the United States 
and the 32 Latin American nations 
and colonies is another tie bring- 
ing closer together the peoples of 
the two continents of the western 
hemisphere. 

Step by step since the World 
War the relations, commercial, po- 
litical and social, between the two 
Americas have become more inti- 
mate. Prior to 1914 the Latin 
Americans were far more intimate 
with the peoples and governments 
of Europe than they were with the 
United States. There they bought 
most of their goods, borrowed 
money for both public and private 
enterprises and went to enjoy their 
overseas vacations, 

With the upset of existing world 
economic conditions caused by the 
great war, American exports and 
money began to flow with increas- 
ing volume into Latin America. 
While this trend was slowed down 
somewhat during the readjustment 
period following the end of the 
war, we continued to register at 
least small increases in our invest- 
ments and our exports to the Latin 
American countries. 

The coming of air passenger serv- 
ice again accelerated the increase in 
business. Formerly the great port 
cities of South America were no 
closer, by water transportation, to 
New York, than they were to Lon- 
don, Paris and Lisbon, but the time 
of the trip to New York was cut in 
half by the airplane. 

Now the coming of air express is 
another link in the chain of inti- 
mate business relations gradually 
being forged, and which will inevi- 
tably unite the two Americas in 
such strong bonds in future as to 
practically eliminate the European 
nations as serious competitors. 

The new intimacy will be mu- 
tually beneficial and is a natural 
trend in international relations. 
While the Latin Americans do not 
“speak our language” in the sense 
of the spoken word, they do to the 
extent that their immediate back- 
ground and their current problems 
are largely similar to ours. 

The Americans of both the north- 
ern and southern continents are de- 
scendants of hardy and fearless pio- 
neers who carved the beginning of 
a new civilization out of the wilder- 
ness, conquerors who departed rad- 
ically from the ways of the Old 
World in building the new. 

While we of North America were 
busy developing our own vast re- 
sources, we overlooked and neg- 
lected to strengthen the natural ties 
binding us to our fellow Americans 
to the south, We have during re- 
cent years awakened to our hneg- 
lected opportunities, and with the 
tremendous advantage offered by 
fast air transportation, both for pas- 
sengers and express, a new era of 
close intimacy between the Amer- 
icans of Anglo-Saxon and Latin de- 
scent is not far distant.

YOU CAN’T ARGUE WITH 
HUNGER. 


Up to a point the sensation of hun- 
ger is quite pleasant. That is, when 
you are confident ‘you are going to 
have something good to eat at the 
reguiar time. Call it appetite if you 
prefer. Whatever it is or whatever its 
nature or origin the feeling is pleas- 
ant. 

But let it pass beyond that point, 
say when by some mischance you are 
cheated out of the anticipated meal, 
and shortly it changes ot something 
unpleasant, and if you have to go a 
day or so witheut food you are likely 
to suffer actual pangs or pains of 
hunger. 

Physiologists explain the pleasant 
stage of hunger as being the sensation 
or sensations produced by peristaltic 
movements of the lower end of the 
stomach (pylorie portion) in the proc- 
ess of digesting the last meal. It is 
assumed there is still a little food 
left in the upper end of the stomach. 
But now this is propelled onward and 
there you are with an empty stom- 
ach. The peristaltic movements now 
include the upper or gardiac portion, 
and when contractions occur in this 
upper portion they become unpleasant 
pangs or hunger pains. 

It might be inferred from this that 
if one could take some fake food into 
the stomach about the time it is pro- 
pelling the last morse! onward into 
the duodenum, one could prevent the 
pangs of hunger and carry on with 
comfort, on a restricted diet. 

But you can’t argue with hunger 
and vou can't fool the stomach as eas- 
ily as that. A repast of boot soup may 
temporarily assuage the h@nger pains 
of a starving man. A tightening of the 
belt may put off for a time the pangs 
of hunger. But this sensation or sense 
of hunger is not due entirely to the 
stomach contractions or peristaltic 
movements mentioned. Surely the in- 
stinctive demand of the body for food 


| has something to do with it. It is the 


body as a whole that craves food, not 
just the stomach. I think we too often 
lose sight of the fact that it is not 
just meat or bread or sugar or butter 
the body craves. For well-being we 
require not only a minimum daily ra- 
tion of protein, carbohydrate and far, 
but also a certain daily minimum of 
minerals and vitamins. And it is in the 
instinctive effort to gratify this nat- 
ural, normal demand for the essentials 
that most people eat too much, You 
know one has to eat a lot of bread 
and meat to get any vitamins at all

FIRMS SAY CODES 


ARE MONOPOLISTIC 


Refusal To File Price 
Lists Charged Against 3 
Rubber Companies. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3—P— 
Some 300 of NRA’s codes were charg- 
ed today before the federal trade com- 
mission with being monopolistic and 
oppressive. 

hree rubber footwear companies 
and an ice company made the charge 
in answering complaints issued by the 
commission at the request of NRA. 

The es nag were the Phillips- 
Baker Rubber Company, Providence, 
R. I.; the La Crosse Rubber Co., La 
Crosse, Wis., and the Goodyear Rub- 
ber Company (not Goodyear Tire 
Rubber Company), Middletown, Conn. 
Ths ice company was the Purii~ Ice 
Company of Lakeland, Fla. 

Refusal to file price lists with their 
code authority was charged against 
the rubber companies, and failure to 
obtain permission to increase prodye- 
tive capacity was the compiaint 
against the ice company. 

Taking of evidence in the rubber 
case will begin August 13 before the 
commission. This is the major case 
since it involves nearly 300 codes. 

The rubber companies charged that 
the price provision in the rvbber code 
was included without their assent and 
without their being consulted. They 
said that if price lists were made 
available to other major members of 
the industry, such members could 
force them out of business by dis- 
crimjnatory practices. 

The ice company, also charging a 
monopolistic tendency, further denied 
that the commission had jurisdiction 
because the company was not operat- 
ing in interstate commerce. The vom- 
pany asserted the provision for pro- 
duction control was unconstitutional, 
and that congress had no right to 
delegate such powers to the president 
or his appointees. 

The rubber companies involved were 
the subject of dispute between the 
Darrow board and NRA. The board 
charged NRA with oppressing them, 
and NRA replied that the companies 
probably should not be classified as 
‘small,” since they employed several 
hundred workers. 

NRA said Phillips-Baker Company 
sold largely to mail order houses and 
other mass distributors “who in turn 
undersold the independent merchant.”

When no appreciable difference in 
prices resulted and _ state property 
taxes were entirely eliminated, peo- 
ple bailed the sales tax as an idea) 
assessment. 

Its low adwinistration cost, only 2.1 
per cent, is praised as another good 
feature and it enabled the state to 
do its own financing on part of a 
relief bond issue.

A Sound Defensive Play. 

One of the old maxims which have 
come down from the early days of 
whist is “Never lead up to strength.” 


This maxim is undoubtedly very 
sound. However, there is no rule 
that should not be broken at some 
time or other. In contract bridge

“never say ‘never. 
In today’s hand the East player 
found that the only way of defeating 
the opposing game contract was by 
making what would seem to the cas- 
ual observer the worst possible lead, 
Kast, dealer. 
North and South rulnerable. 


The bidding: (Figures after 
bids refer to numbered explan- 
atory paragraphs.)

1—A distinct underbid by North. 
North should have bid three 
hearts. Just why he chose one 
notrump I cannot say—he was 
prodably a victim of the well- 
known notrump complex. : 

®"—Another bad bid. East in this 
position should pass and hope to 
penalize the opponents. There is 
no point in showing the four-card 
club suit. 

S—A third bad bid. South had just 
about enough strength to make his 
vulnerable overcall a sound one. 
He should not make a bid at this 
point but if he does insist on bid- 
ding, he should double for a pen- 
alty. South, however, was anxious 
to tell his partner of the club stop- 
per, despite the fact that the dis- 
tribution of his hand would seem 
to make a notrump contract inad- 
visable. 

4—After all the bad bidding, North 
and South finally do get to the 
correct fival contract. This last 
bid by North is, of course, cor- 
rect. If anything, it is slightly 
conservative after his partner's 
two no-trump bid. 

West opened his fourth-best card 
of East’s first bid suit—the diamond 
3. The Declarer went up with the 
king in dummy, forcing East to win 
with the ‘ace, in an effort to make it 
easier for East to continue the suit. 
Obviously, a diamond continuation is 
exactly what South wants. East, 
however, quite correctly chose to be- 
lieve his partner's fourth-best lead 
and decided that a second diamond 
lead would be futile. From the bid- 
ding he decided that the declarer very 
probably had four clubs to the jack- 
ten, and that these clubs, after being 
set up, could be used for spade dis- 
cards in dummy. 

East, of course, knew that to de- 
feat the contract, four tricks would 
be needed. He already had one dia- 
mond trick and the certainty of be- 
ing able to win two club tricks. From 
the bidding the South player was 
marked with the ace and king of 
hearts, and the only hope of finding 
a fourth trick lay in the spade suit. 
Obviously. a spade trick had to be 
set up as soon as possible, before 
South could set up his clubs, East 
saw that to set up a spade trick his 
partner would have to buve the jack

Convention of American Boys Held 
On Baseball’s Anniversary 


LUTHER WILLIAMS FIELD, MACON, Ga., Aug. 3.—lIt is 
very appropriate indeed that the convention for Georgia’s 
American boys should be held in Macon this week. 

Because it happens to be the anniversary of baseball. It 
was this week in 1839 that Abner Douleday just hauled off 
and invented himself a game which he called baseball. That 
was 95 years ago. Which is quite a span of years. But base- 
ball remains essentially the same. 

Abner Doubleday laid out the square, or diamond, 

on which the game was to be played, in a cow pasture 

at Cooperstown, N. Y. Just this week they dedicated 

a municipal diamond on the lot where the first dia- 

mond was laid out. Strangely enough, it had gone 

back into a cow pasture. , 

The American Legion sandlot tournament is being played 
on the same sort of diamond which Abner Doubleday laid 
out. It has never been necessary to change the measurements, 
they still being-90 feet between the bags. The pitcher’s box 
has been moved back a bit because of the new type of base- 
ball and pitching delivery. But that’s all. 

And it is a mistake to say that baseball originated 
from the English game of rounders. It did not. It is 

a brand-new game which the English cannot play. It 

is gradually making progress in England but the fact 

remains that England did not have anything to do 

with the game. It is purely American. The only claim 

English rounders has to a kinship with baseball is that 

both are played with a ball. Well, that makes them 

both kin to roulette, which to also played with a ball. 

Baseball and the seventh-inning stretch are the only pure- 
ly American inventions on the American horizon. And the 
American boy would not be really American if he did not care 
for baseball. 

And so we are celebrating the anniversary of baseball this 
week as the American boy convention moves into its second 
day. Abner Doubleday would probably be mildly surprised 
were he to know just how many people are interested in his 
game. Now and then we begin to suspect that golf may be 
supplanting baseball as the American game. But it isn’t and 
hasn’t. Baseball is the national game.

Lou Scoffs at Marks But 
Nevertheless Passes 
Foxx. 3 


By Jack Cuddy. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—(UP)—To- 
comotive Lou Gehrig, baseball’s ar- 
mor-plated paradox who is slugging 
murderously toward a batting grand 
slam this season, scoffed at records 
today. 

Then he went out’ and ‘lasted two 
home runs to take the lead from Jim- 
my Foxx in the American league four- 
bagger race with a total of 35. 

_He drove in four runs, getting three 
hits and a walk in four tries, bring- 
ing his total runs driven in to 123 
—far above anyone in either league. 
He boosted his batting average to 
378. Only Heinie Manush, of the 
Senators, with .395, has a higher aver- 
age in the league. But wit’. 56 games 
wi Lou has a good chance to pass 

im. 

The echoes of Gehrig’s dissertation 
on the unimportance of recor’: had 
scarcely died dowu in the Yankee dug- 
out, befure the Athletics game, when 
he made these strides toward a sweep 
of the batting trinity. Jimmy Foxx, 
of the A’s, is the only modern bats- 
man to accomplish such a sweep, He 
did it last season. 


MAN’S USEFULNESS, 


_“To me, records mean nothing,” the 
Yanks’ indestructible first-sacker pro- 
claimed. “The big thing in basebal! is 
a man’s usefulness to his club.” 

But what about that all-time record 
for consecutive games which Columbia 
Lou is still stretching? Including to- 
day's encounter, he has participated 
in 1,448 straight championship games. 
He started this string on June 1, {o23, 
when he first stepped into the Yan- 
kee lineup as a regular. To keep this 
record intact, apparently, husky Lou 
played in games with broken bones, 
mild bratn concussions, lum)ago, 
bumps, bruises and in spite of hell 
and high water. 

“But that string doesn’t mean a 
thing,” insisted Gehrig. “It just hap- 
pened. I never have played in a game 
when I was unfit. I never played 
when it was an effort. I like to 
play baseball, just as I like to eat. 
(Gehrig has such a reputation for his 
healthy appetite that some call him 
“Hungry Lou.) It would take some- 
thing pretty serious to keep me away 
from the dinner table, and likewise it 
takes something pretty serious to keep 
me out of a game. Besides I figure 
I owe it to the club to play as often 
as I can.” 

But what about a couple of games 
in which he played only a small por- 
tion after injuries, 

SMALL MEAL. 

Lou smiled. “Well, just figure that 

ate a small meal on those days— 
but I ate nevertheless.” 

Similarly, Lou explained, if he hap- 
pens to win the league's batting cham- 
pionship, drive in the most runs (as 
he did for the past four seasons) and 
top the circuit in homers, it will be 
just one of those things. He is try- 
ing for no records. But he is out 
there every minute endeavoring to 
boost his elub along, and incidentally 
having a swell time. 

“Of course,” admitted the broad- 
shouldered slugger, “everyone likes to 
have a fair hatting average, but it's 
the way club officials figure your 
value to the team that counts.”

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TWO GEORGIA SALAMANDERS. 

In order to overcome my natural 
inclination to spend too much time on 
the amphibians in this series. I am 
grouping today two of our salamanilers 
and will mention them as typica) of 
two primitive families. One of these 
is known variously as the Congo eel, 
Congo snake, and blind eel, but cor- 
rectly as Amphiuma means. The other 
is called most picturesquely the Hell- 
bender. Don’t ask me why. I prefer 
the other name of Cryptobranchus al- 
leganiensis, given to it by Daudin 131 
years ago. 

The Congo “eel” is a beast worthy 
of much attention. I had a letter 
last fall from an amphibiologist in a 
Canadian university asking for infor- 
mation on the breeding and early 
larva: of this species. he literature 
on the subject seems barren of infor- 
mation and I was able to give this 
naturalist nothing in the way of first- 
hand information, for the creature is 
one of those sluggish animals whose 
habitat reminds one of the Latin des- 
ignation of the Siren. which we will 
discuss later. “Habitat in Carolinae 
paludosis” is given for the Siren, and 
indeed the range of the Siren and the 
range of our subject are almost per- 
fectly coincident. Georgia, especially 
south Georgia, needs a museum and a 
staff to learn and make known these 
missing facts so important to a proper 


understanding of the subject. I be- 
lieve I can promise you more informa- 
tion about this species at the end of 
the summer, for I am now trying to 
get some specimens for study in cap- 
tivity. 

The Hell-bender, on the other hand, 
is comparatively well known, since 
it ranges into the north, the land of 
museums and scientific plenty. I have 
seen specimens from the Pennsylvania 
rivers 20 inches long. There were 
half a dozen or so of them in the 
National Zoological park last year; 
I suppose they are still there. The 
sateat ts seemingly shapeless, for 
there are folds of skin running down 
each side that mask the real size of 
the body. This animal is known to 
eat the eggs of the mudpuppy which 
we described yesterday. but so does 
the mudpuppy, so we cannot hold the 
Hell-bender strictly to account for 
this. I have seen specimens from the 
rivers of the north Georgia moun- 
tains, where they seem to prefer the 
larger and deeper watercourses. Last 
summer about this time we saw what 
we thought was Cryptobranchus in a 
small trickle in Rabun county, but 
identification is not possible at a 
glance. 

When this summer’s work shall 
have revealed the secrets of the Congo 
snake. we will have more about it 
to pass on to you.

Obligations of the Denver & Rio 
Grande, General Theater, Hudson Coal, 
International Great Northern, Wa- 
bash, and Wisconsin Central, were ac- 
tually higher. 

Utility issues that improved includ- 
ed some of American & Foregin Pow- 
er, Columbia Gas, Consolidated Gas, 
Laclede Gas, New England Telephone, 
Ohio Public Service and Western 
Union. 

Many high-grade corporate bonds 
awere neglected and, while a number 
of them advanced fractionally, such 
issues as Santa Fe 4s, California Pe- 
troleum 5s, Canadian Pacific 5s, 
(leveland Union Terminal! 5 1-2s, Sin- 
clair 7s, Standard Oil of New Jer- 
sev fs and Wilson & Company 6s, 
sold around 1-2 point lower. Great 
Northern 4 1-2s declined 1 1-2 to 
68 1-2 and Nickel Plate 6s yielded 
78 of a point to 63.

Bank Clearings | 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—In spite of 
the. fact that the clearings at cities 
outside of New York registered a 
small decline this week, the figure at 
New York city rose $255,823,000, car- 
fying the total to a level 5.8 per cent 
above the previous week's. 

The total for all leading cities in 
the United States, as reported to Dun 
& Bradstreet, Inc., was $4,521,046, 
000, which was 8.0 per cent below 
that for the comparative period a 
year ago; a week earlier the decline 
broadened to 23.0 per cent. Clearings 
at New York city were $3,003,332,000, 
a loss of 12.0 per cent, while the 
aggregate of $1,517,714.000 for all 
outside centers was higher by 2.9 
per cent. 

This week's clearings exceeded those 
of last week's by $246,796,000, while 
in 19323 the amount was smaller br 
$637,280, in the comparison cover- 
ing the corresponding two weeks. The 
break in the New York stock market 
at this time last year was mainly the 
cause of this decline. Part of the 
monthly settlements due at the close 
of the month appear in the statement 
both this year and last. Gains were 
substantial this week at Philadelphia, 
Raltimore. Detroit, St. Louis, Omaha, 
Atlanta, Louisville and Dallas.

350,000,000 bushels. Besides, a next 
season repetition of this year’s crop 
failure in the United States winter 
wheat belt was authoritatively pre- 
dicted today unless there is a radical 
improvement of moisture supply with- 
in the next six weeks. 

Despite strength in the corn mar- 
ket, wheat closed easy, 1-8 to 1-2 
under yesterday's finish; corn 1-4 to 
5-8 up; oats 1-8 to 3-8 down, and pro- 
visions showing 2 to 12 cents gain. 

This was the third day of exten- 
sive profit-taking sales in the wheat 
market here, and as a consequence 
all fresh advances were kept within 
fractional limits despite. encourage- 
ment which buyers’ received frum 
Liverpool upturns attributed to appre- 
hension over the changing world 
wheat crop situation, especially as 
regards North America.

BIG INCREASE SHOWN 


N TOBACCO EXPORTS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—()—A 
“notable improvement” in American 


tobacco export trade in the first half 
of this year was reported today by 
the tobacco division of the depart- 
ment of commerce. 

Sales abroad during the six months 
were valued at $45,336,350, the de- 
partment said, which was 65 per cent 
ahead of the ey eee period for 
1933 and within per cent of the 
1929 figure. 

Leaf tobacco exported during the 
six months period amounted to 207,- 
271,928 pounds, as compared with 
168,411,377 pounds last fear and 226,- 
095.946 pounds in 1929. 

The return to leaf tobacco shippers 
for the first half of 1934 was more 
than $41,319,000, an increase of 70 
per cent in income over the first six 
months of last year. 

The division said manufactured to- 
bacco exports “increased in volume 
and value” over last year’s business. 

The increase in cigaret exports was 
nearly 55.5 per cent, smoking tobacco 
about 35 per cent and chewing tobacco 
6 per cent. The value of manufac- 
tured tobacco exports in the _ six 
months period this year was $4,016.- 
786 as compared with the 1933 period 
value of $3,117,949, or an increase 
of approximately 28.8 per cent. | 

The tobacco division said bright 
flue-cured tobacco represented about 
66 per cent of the 1924 increase.

Foreign exchange trading turned ex- 
tremely active in the afternoon and 
fluctuations in the domestic market 
made it difficult for traders to quote 
rates. The pound sterling led the ad- 
vance, firming one cent to $5.04 3-4. 
Profit taking late in the day erased 
part of this gain and British funds 
closed at $5.04 1-2. 

Strength spread to all of the prin- 
cipal gold bloc rates. German marks 
and Dutch guilders gained about }-4 
cent each, Swiss francs were up 12 
points at 32.74 cents, and smaller 
gains were noted in French francs, 
Italian lire and belgas. The Cana- 
dian dollar closed at $1.01 25-32, up 
1-16 cent.

GOOD FALL BUSINESS 
SEEN BY TRADE REVIEW 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—(#)—Cur- 
rent indications point to a fall trade 
not much below that of last year, 
but on a more orderly basis and “de- 


void of the extreme fluctuations of 
that period,” says the Dun & Brad- 
street Weekly Business Review. 

“The maintenance of retail distri- 
bution above the comparative level of 
a year ago is one of the most reas- 
Suring factors in the present situa- 
tion,” the summary states. “Reports 
this week showed the largest gains on 
the Pacific coast, where postponed 
buying of urgent needs crowded the 
stores with shoppers who had been 
forced to curtail budgets for more than 
two months on account of the strike. 

“In the southwest the industrial 
and wholesale divisions have been af- 
fected seriously by the drouth, but re- 
tail trade has held up remarkably well, 
with the gains in sales running stead- 
ily around 25 per cent better than at 
this period a year ago. In the mid- 
west there was a brisk turn for the 
better in most districts, while in the 
east more comfortable summer weath- 
er and special promotional events lift- 
ed the total of retail sales to the best 
position achieved in nearly’ three 
weeks.” 

The agency finds that although busi- 
ness has already started upward 
again, there is an urgent need for 
some strong stimulus to enable the 
turn to gather momentum and sug- 
gests that extension of industrial cred- 
its by the government, coupled with 
the home modernization program, will 
make long strides in the desired direc- 
tion, 


AIR DEFENSE PLANS 
ARE SHAPED FOR U. 8 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—(?)— 
The war department has perfected a 
$33,000,000 plan to encircle the 
United States with anti-aircraft de- 
fenses. | 

The plans will be laid before the 
next session of congress. They call 
for the newest thing in anti-aircraft 
guns, searchlights and fire control 
equipment for: 

1. Eight regular army regiments. 

2. Seven national guard regiments. 

3. Nineteen inactive regular army 
regiments. . 

The disclosures follows studies by 
war department experts, who called 
American anti-aircraft defenses inade- 
quate, 

Secretary of War Dern, as a result 
of a recent inspection, is described as 
feeling that the Panama canal is se- 
riously lacking in defense against 
enemy aircraft. 

Army men are moving to strengthen 
their air forces, also. The air corps 
has submitted a program to buy about 
1,000 planes to bring its fleet up to 
the 2,340 urged by the Newton D. 


Il Duce Strikes Swiftly 
To End Defection at 
Bologna. 


ROME, Aug. 3.—(UP)—A drastic, 
though “bloodless, purge” of the 
Bologna branch of the fascist party 
has been effected under the orders 
of Premier Benito Mussolini, it was 
announced today. 
enty fascists at Bologna were ex- 
pelled from the party on orders issued 
through Achille Starace, secretary-gen- 
eral, on behalf of Il Duce. 

Among the former leaders expelled 
were Leandro Arpinati, erstwhile un- 
dersecretary of the interior, and Mario 
Ghinelli, former secretary of the fas- 
cist party in Bologna province. 

The following communique, issued 
at Bologna, explained the purging: | 

“Twenty fascists have been expelled 
from the party by Secretary General , 


Achille Starace because they showed 


an attitude slightly in contrasts with 
the traditional spirit of fascism, man- 
ifesting it by solidarity with a fascist 
who was expelled because he opposed 
party orders.” 

Arpinati, who also was formerly a 
member of the chamber of deputies, 
was the fascist mentioned as causing 
the dissension. He was expelled from 
the party on July 23 because “in va- 
rious circumstances he assumed an at- 
titude in contrast to directions which 
should be followed by whoever has 
the honor of belonging to the fascist 


rty.” 

The officials revealed Arpinati was 
arrested July 25 at his residence at 
Malacappa, near Bologna, and _ sen- 
tenced by the local fascist committee 
to five years “enforced domicile” on 
the bleak Lipari islands, off Sicily, 
in the Mediterranean—Italy’s “Devil's 
island” for political prisoners.

MORE 10 RELIEF FUND 


Fulton county will be unable to 
meet the $175,000 appropriation due 
the federal relief administration for 
the remainder of the year and definite 
word to that effect was transmitted 
Friday in a letter to Miss Gay B.

Mr. Longino’s action followed a 
meeting of the finance committee at 
which it was decided that the only 
possible way the county can meet the 
federal appropriation would be by the 
old expedient of “robbing.

It was pointed out by 
Paul S. Etheridge, chairman of the 
finance committee, that the county is 
limited by law to not more than $300.-
